Labor Chiefs Stay 
Out O f Picture 
By MAX HALL 
WASHINGTOr#—CP)—Labor and 
management agreed on one thing 
concerning wage controls today. 
Influential men on both sides told 
reporter the peace-making ef­ 
forts of economic stabilizer Erie 
Johnston are deadlocked—for the 
time being at least. 
At the same time, price direc­ 
tor Michael V. DiSalle criticized 
labor leaders for walking out of 
positions in government mobiliza­ 
tion agencies. 
No Teamwork 
“You can’t have teamwork, if 
half the team is outside the sta­ 
dium,” he said yesterday in a tele­ 
vision debate with James B. Carey 
secretary-treasurer of the CIO, 
Carey retorted there was no real 
teamwork before the walkout eith­ 
er. He said the walkout was “not 
a strike against the government, 
but an action to call the public’s 
attention to what he termed fail­ 
ure to include representatives of 
workers, housewives, and farm­ 
ers in the mobilization program. 
Food Going Up 
At DiSall’s office of price stab­ 
iliz atio n (OPS), 
officials 
began 
puting the final touches on three 
big food orders which they expect 
to issue this week. America’s 500, 
OOO retail grocery stores and about 
2,000 wholesalers will go under a 
system of price controls. As a re­ 
sult, housewives are expected to 
pay higher prices on some items 
and lower prices on others. 
Frank P. Graham, former pre­ 
sident of the University of North 
Carolina who later served in the

Florida Lacks 
Railroad Cars 


Hundreds O f Acres 
O f Crops Wasted 
MIAMI, Fla.—(ZI*)—A shortage 
of refrigerated railroad cars is 
forcing Florida farmers to waste 
hundreds of acres of fresh vege­ 
tables. 
With an estimated 3,000 freight 
cars needed light now to ship 
the millions of dollars worth of 
vegetables north, many farmers 
are having to plough under, or 
watch go to seed, ripened crops. 
The estimation was made by 
Gordon Stedman, secretary-mana- 
ger of the Growers and Shippers 
League in Orlando. He described 
the situation as “the 
worst 
in 
years,” and said there are only 893 
cars in Florida now and 796 en­ 
route.” He warned that between 
3,500 and 4,000 cars will be need­ 
ed this week as more crops ripen. 
The interstate commerce com­ 
mission (IC O said iii Tallahassee 
all its bureaus east of the Missis­ 
sippi were making “strenuous ef­ 
forts to get refrigerated railroad 
cars to Florida." 
The Tampa Tribune said hund­ 
reds of acres of escarole and lettuce 
are being ploughed 
under 
and 
hundreds of acres of celery arc 
going to seed. 
In the Lake Okeechobee area, 
beans, celery, cabbage, corn, pep­ 
pers and leaf crops are in dan­ 
ger of spoiling in the fields. Grow­ 
ers there said they needed 200 curs 
a day and are getting only 30 or 
40.

The French have told reporters

current talks drag on for a couple 
of weeks more

result. 
Foreign Minister Robert Schuman 
said yesterday the talks “should 
normally lead to an easing of the 
tension.” 
The Russians refuse to say any­ 
thing at all on this subject or any 
other. Unlike the three 
western 
delegations, the Soviets have not 
held open briefings for reporters. 
Newsmen must pick up accounts 
of Andrei 
Gromyko’s 
speeches 
from the 
other delegations, 
or 
read them in dispatches of 
the 
Soviet News Agency Tass. 
Russia Says No 
From the few words he got on 
the 
record 
Saturday—despite 
Davies’ hurry to get away for a 
trip to Britain—Gromyko pretty 
well convinced 
the rest 
of the 
delegates that he would keynote 
today’s session with a resounding 
“nyet”—the 
characteristic 
Rus­ 
sian no. 
Through French delegate Alex­ 
andre Parodi, the three Western 
Powers have presented 
a 
new 
draft agenda. It specifies that the 
Big Four could talk about 
such 
matters 
as fear of 
aggression, 
whether treaties have been car­ 
ried out, how much armed force 
their respective countries 
have 
and how many soldiers Germany 
ought to have. 
These topics were 
inserted in 
an effort to meet Russian criti­ 
cism that the previous western 
draft was “an empty vessel 
into 
which anything can be poured.”

“Before the current emergency, 
the main objective of the Reds 
was to penetrate our state de­ 
partment,” Ferguson declared. 
“ But I believe their No. I target 
now is penetration of our armed 
services, with our industrial plants 
second on the list and the state 
department third.” 
Ferguson is a member of a new 
Senate internal security commit­ 
tee which has started a broad in­ 
vestigation aimed at turning out 
any Communists or Red sympa­ 
thizer* in the armed forces or the 
government’* civilite v en d e e. 


The committee headed by Sen­ 
ator McCarren (D-Nev.) also is 
looking into the problem of get­ 
ting rid of subversive aliens. 
Ferguson told a reporter the in­ 
vestigations

To Do Good In 1951 For You 
H AVE you contributed yet to the Red 
Cross? 
Tnis is a critical year for the American 
Red 
Cross. 
It is a period in which the 
country is not really at peace and yet tech­ 
nically not at war. The extent of our cas­ 
ualties in Korea, however, should be con­ 
vincing enough to anyone that we are on a 
war footing, even if our government is not 
in reality a belligerent in the Korean fight­ 
ing. 
In the meanwhile, we are rebu ild in g our 
war potential because of the threat of ag­ 
gression in Europe and in our vital areas of 
conflict throughout the world. 
All of this means more problems for the 
American Red Cross, whose services follow 
the American soldier wherever he goes. It 
means an expanded program, which re­ 
quires more funds.

Pruning Appl# Trtet 
In March 
ONE of a number of deleterious influ­ 
ences at work ai contemporary society 
Is (hat too many people do too much to­ 
gether too much of the time. A human be­ 
ing needs to get off by himself on occasion 
and get caught up on his thinking. 
The 
countryman looks forward to March for a 
number of reasons, and not the least of 
them is the fact that he chooses blue-sky, 
white cloud days to prune the apple trees 
on the sidehill orchard behind the barn. 
From a study of the bulletins we know 
that correct pruning, like Gaul, is divid­ 
ed into three paris. 
The easiest part is 
taking oat the dead branches. 
But after 
that one should proceed with caution. You 
want an open-headed, low growing tree 
for ease of dusting and picking; each year 
it seems as though more suckers appear on 
the trees as they and the countryman grow 
older. Criss-crossing limbs must be elim­ 
inated and yet the pruning 
kept 
within 
bounds or too drastic an operation cur­ 
tails the crop. And last of all. on old trees 
one should scrape the trunk 
and 
large 
limbs of loose, shaggy bark under which 
mites and insects find sanctuary. 
That's the technical side of it—and it is 
not at all unpleasant work. 
But pruning 
lines on a sunny day in the third month is 
much moue. You can feel spring coming to 
the northland on the warmth of the south 
breeze; you cpu almost feel earth relax as 
melting snow forms rivulets that run along 
the sled tracks. 
Chickadees come poking 
around and sing their husky notes; 
the 
first bluebirds sit on top branches 
and 
throw their hearts to the sky. Blue jays are 
bugling to the new season and the long, 
plaintive moos of restless cows 
from 
a 
neigh poring farm. 
Snow is shrunken and 
granular; spirals of gray-purple smoke rise 
from weather beaten saphouses in sugar 
bushes, It is good to look across the valley 
to green flecked hills against the horizon. 
Pruning apple trees is just a routine farm 
task, but there is a spring harvest in the 
heart that has no connection with the red 
fruit of autumn.

His curiosly turned to outright suspicions 
of fraud when he properly appraised the 
brewery w orker’s companion as a likely 
swindler. He made the arrest on suspicion 
just as the retired brewery worker was 
about to turn over his life savings to the 
crook. A checkup at the police station con­ 
firmed his suspicion and

confidence 
man finally admitted his identity. 
Unfortunately, not all confidence games 
turn out this happily. Millions of dollars 
are rooked each year from the American 
people by fast talking swindlers. The gim­ 
mick in all these confidence games, 
of 
course, is that the victim is led to believe 
that he is going to get something for noth­ 
ing. In other words, the victim thinks that 
he is being let in on a sure thing to rook 
someone else. The swindler simply takes 
the “bait” money and flees with it. 
Only when people learn that the chances

ridiculously small will there be any appre­ 
ciable gains made* against the swindlers. 
Human nature being what it is, the pros­ 
pects are not very encouraging.

Merry-Go- Round

ATHENS — The 
chief 
subject 
e v ery 
American is asked about, no matter what 
country he is traveling in, is Harry Tru­ 
man's tem pci ament. Why, you are asked, 
does your president write so many letters? 
Why does he call people so many names? 
Why does he make so many quick state­ 
ments in press conferences? 
Few' people in the United States realise 
how widely the President’s letters to Paul 
Hume, Washington music critic, was pub­ 
lished—from London to the smaller cities 
of the Balkans. 
In Turkey some news­ 
papers having heard that 
the 
president 
once hulled an uncomplimentary epithet 
in my direction, got mixed up and thought 
the Hume letter had been written to me. 
Leaving personalities strictly aside, how- 
j ever, the net effect of the president's mer­ 
curial disposition is to give the rest of the 
world an impression of American unstead­ 
iness and a feeling that we are likely to 
fly off halfcocked, This applies to press 
conferences just as much as presidential 
letter-writing, as two cases will illustrate. 
A coil file of week s ago. Mr. Truman was 
asked at a press conference whether the 
United Nations fortes in 
Korea 
would 
cross the 38th parallel. He replied that he 
was leaving this entirely up to General 
MacArthur. Now’, it so happened that this 
was not true. But true or no;, nothing he 
could have said could have injured our 
relations more with other U. N. nations, 
for several reasons. 
First, they feel important political deci­ 
sions of this kind involving further em- 
brogho with China and Russia are not up 
to the American military commander but 
to the entire U. N. Second, both the French 
and the British repeatedly urged, request­ 
ed and begged us not to go above the 38th 
parallel prior to MacArthur^ previous dis­ 
astrous advance. Third, we are now de­ 
manding that Europe rearm under an Am­ 
erican ground commander, an American 
naval commander and air commander. Un­ 
fortunately. Mr. Truman’s hasty press con­ 
ference statement rpakes them think twice 
about w'ho w’ould decide political matters 
regarding European defense. 
The other Tinman press conference bon­ 
er was his famous statement that we are 
considering dropping the 
A-bomb 
on 
Korea which brought British Prime Min­ 
ister Attlee hotfooting it to Washington. 
QUESTIONS SOMETIMES LOADED 
Most 
people 
don’t remember that the 
three most recent Republican 
presidents 
refused to answer oral questions at press 
conferences and that it is only a man of 
extraordinary versatility, such as Franklin 
Roosevelt was, who can get away w'ith it. 
Every week. 
as 200 newsmen face the 
president, they come armed with questions 
which either they or their 
editors 
have 
concocted on a score of difficult, sometimes 
intricate, problems. 
Some 
are 
friendly, 
some are calculated to embarrass, 
some 
merely want information. Presidents Cool­ 
idge and Hoover found it wiser to answer 
these only when handed it in waiting, in 
advance, and this system of written ques­ 
tions began through the same kind of bon­ 
er as that which Mr. Truman has occasion­ 
ally been guilty of. 
During the Washington arms conference 
in 1921 President,Harding, w'ho then per­ 
mitted mal questions, was asked whether 
the treaty banning fortifications applied to 
the Japanese mainland which, 
of course, 
included Japanese islands. 
He replied in 
the affirmative. Whereupon the state de­ 
partment had to rewrite the entire treaty 
to clarify this issue. 
After that Harding 
permitted only questions in writing. 
AMERICAN IMPACT ON GREECE 
You don’t have to read the signs at the 
railroad stations to sense the difference be­ 
tween the Communist and capitalist coun­ 
tries when you pass a border in Europe. 
The minute you get into Greece from Com­ 
ourn i t Jugoslavia you can tell the differ­ 
ence in a dozen different ways—the avail­ 
ability ol taxicabs, the speed of doing busi­ 
ness. the vigor of the atmosphere.

WHATS THE ORIGIN? 


Q. Since the word humbug apparently 
describes a humming insect, why do we 
use the word in the meaning of a faker, a 
fraud? 
A. To begin with, the word bug origin­ 
ally designated a swollen, terrifying mon­ 
ster; hence a hobgoblin. And this meaning 
is still familiar in such terms as bugbear: 
a hobgoblin til the shape of a bear; bug­ 
aboo: 
a 
hobgoblin 
plus the interjection 
“boc”: bogey, a hobgoblin, another spell­ 
ing of bug; bug-eyed, with the protruding 
eyes of a hobgoblin. 
According to tin* etymologist, Dr. Walter 
W. Skeat, certain insects were referred to 
as bugs ”. . . because (they were) an ob­ 
ject of terror, exciting disgust.” 
Skeat also lists an old English word hum 
as meaning "to trick,” hence, a hoax. 
Thus we sec the word humbug, when it 
( was coined centuries ago, expressed the 
idea of a sham hobgoblin. 
By extension, 
the term humbug took on the meaning of 
any piece of trickery; 
also,

I leans phrase it, a phony.

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18-Year-Old Soldiers Favoi^ Draft 
With Reservations For Screening

FORT BENNING, Ga.— (NEA) 
—In the great debate over wheth­ 
er Uncle Sam should start draft­ 
ing 18-year-olds, some important 
people have been ignored—the 18- 
year-olds already in service. 
They have some new and very 
strong ideas on the subject. 
Most of them are for it—but 
with important reservations. The 
fact they themselves are all vol­ 
unteers does not seem to influ­ 
ence their opinions. A small per­ 
centage are dead against dipping 
into 
the 
18-year-old manpower 
pool, for their own, well-express- 
ed reasons. 
This report is based on scores 
of 
interviews 
with boys in all 
stages of training, in practically 
every type of Army unit from the 
elite Ranger outfit to new, basic 
training organizations.

Practically all the boys who are 
for the draft think Army draft 
doctors oughl to do a more care­ 
ful 
job 
of physical and mental 
screening 
j>n 
the younger boys 
than is being done now. 
Stephen B. Clifford, 18, of Rut­ 
land, Vt., got into service last fall 
when his National Guard outfit 
was federalized. He put the point 
this way; 
“Some 
18 s 
are 
physically 
grown 
up 
enough 
for service. 
Some aren’t. 
I don’t think that 
the way the Army does examine 
you today tells this. Just because 
a young kid doesn’t have some 
obvious 
physical 
defect doesn’t 
mean 
he’s 
old 
enough to take 
Army training. I think I am. But 
there are some guys my age who 
just have not grown up enough to 
take the long marches and tough 
life. They aren’t doing the Army 
a bit of good.” 
Another 18-year-old said: “The 
Army 
tests 
you for everything 
else, why can’t they figure out a 
way to measure whether you’re 
mature enough for Army life? 
“My buddy and I decided to 
join the Army together,” he ex­ 
plained. “We were just 18. He al­ 
ways got better grades than I did 
and got a high grade on the intel­ 
ligence test they gave us. But af­ 
ter two weeks he jus got home­ 
sick and cracked up. I guess he’s 
still in the hospital.”

In the bi* group who are for the 
draft at 18 without any reserva­ 
tions is Arnold Gruning, of Cam­ 
den, N.J., who has been in service 
several weeks. 
“I’m plenty old enough for any 
duty in the Army,” he said. “As 
soon as I finish basic I’m going to 
try to get into the 82nd Airborne 
Division. That rough stuff appeals 
to me. It won’t be long before I’m 
19. And who is going to know the 
difference when I cross that line? 
So why not draft those who are 
18? ” 
In tile same breath, however, 
he said he doesn’t think it would 
be right to draft 17-year-olds. 
Curiously, among the most ma­

PROTECT THE WALLEYES — Under 
the department of amplification we pres­ 
ent the following statement

Walleye Protective Association of Delta 
county: 
“Because of recent articles on ‘Wall­ 
eyes' in your column, the Walleye Pro­ 
tective Association wishes 
to 
explain 
more fully its purposes in seeking legis­ 
lation to correct a situation that Ie of 
prime 
importance* to the economy of 
Delta 
county—one that affects sports­ 
men, businessmen and local commercial 
fishermen. 
“Our legislation, recently introduced in 
the Michigan House of Representatives by 
Representative Erlandsen and known as 
House Bill No. 155 is aimed at restricting 
the type and number of certain commer­ 
cial nets; to limit taking of spawning fish 
by trap nets; and to provide specified net- 
free areas during the summer for sport 
trolling.

O 
DESIGNED TO HELP—“House Bill No. 
156 is termed ‘moderate’ by the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs who have u n ­ 
animously endorsed this legislation. F ur­ 
ther, it has been presented to Mr. Fred 
Westerman, head of the Fisheries Division, 
Michigan Department of Conservation, in 
a meeting of the Great Lakes Fisheries 
Committee of the M. U. C. C. who 
then 
stated that ‘the department has no objec­ 
tion to any provisions of this bill.’ 
“The Walleye Protective Association 
is definitely not trying to put local com­ 
mercial fishermen out of business, but 
rather to help them by discouraging the 
outsider from fishing in our waters and 
to stabilize his industry for the future 
by 'control of the harvest.’ 
“While it is true that the theory of ‘har­ 
vesting the crop’ is sensible, it is also un­ 
fortunate that such ‘harvesting’ can and 
does do, in most cases, untold damages to 
‘abundant crops’ of fish because of inade­ 
quate law controls that fail to stop 
‘the 
harvest’ at the proper moment. Thus, the 
crop is ‘over-harvested’ and many years 
are required to bring it back to a normal 
size population, during which period there 
is no income to anyone from our God-giv­ 
en natural resources.

DEADLY TRAP NET—“This 
situation 
is comparable to the recent timber har­ 
vest period in Northern Michigan 
when 
our forests were wantonly stripped with 
no thought for the future. It is taking many 
years now to replace our timber and then 
only in part. 
“The ‘harvest the crop’ theory Is very 
likely accountable for the present tre­ 
mendous lamprey destruction. 
All fish 
are easy prey to lamprey when Impris­ 
oned in the deadly trap net, so that th# 
recent heavy increase of trap nets local­ 
ly has caused the lamprey to live richly 
on the confined fish and to propagate 
furiously, 
while our fish population is 
systematically 
cut 
down by means of 
this cooperation of the trap net with the 
lamprey.

lieves that the restriction ot House Bill No. 
156 will help our fish population to return 
and remain in abundance and simultan­ 
eously keep the lamprey in check.

DOWN—"Delta county waters 
are among the richest spawning and feed­ 
ing grounds in the nation and are able to 
maintain tremendous fish populations,

Because 
of this fact we believe that it is unneces­ 
sary to ‘harvest the crop’ to the point of 
depletion, as is the avowed intention of 
‘gypsy’ fishermen presently fishing here.

pleasure, or social position. 
They 
will ultimately be treated by soc­ 
iety as an orange peel is treated 
after one has sucked out the juice. 
Hence, wise 
investors 
will 
put 
health first. 
The next 
best 
in­ 
vestm ent is to give our children 
good, practical education and sane 
religious ideals. 
Therefore, stor­ 
ing up physical, mental and spirit­ 
ual resources is of great im port­ 
ance. 
These are the best hedges 
against long-term inflation. 
The 
less the dollar becomes worth, the 
m ore reserves will be worth. 
With these blessings you surely 
will also w ant a 
home. 
If 
you 
have none and have the funds, buy 
one now. 
When you buy commo­ 
dities for less than they can be 
produced, or buy land for less than 
it can be cleared, or buy a house 
for less than it can be built, all for 
your o u t ) use, 
you are sure 
to 
m ake money. 
Some day 
people 
will see the light and switch some 
of their bank accounts, which may 
constantly become of less value, 
into good land and 
houses. 
Re­ 
m em ber there are over two h u n ­ 
dred billions 
of 
dollars 
almost 
idle in bank accounts or disposable 
government bonds which could be 
spent for better homes. 
VHiat About World War III? 
Only Mr. Stalin knows w hether 
World War III will start in 1951. 
His present policy seems to be to 
scare us, with violent propaganda, 
to spend hundreds of billions more 
on arm am ents and thereby force 
serious inflation and 
depression 
upon us. 
Russia m ay believe that 
the easiest way to beat the capi­ 
talistic system is to make it non­ 
profitable. 
If so, this surely will 
cause our people to scramble for 
real 
estate, 
commodities 
(oils, 
metals, etc.) and 
the 
stocks 
of 
merchandising 
companies. 
They 
will buy no bonds except “C onver­ 
tibles”. 
Some ask who will then have 
the money to buy farms, houses, 
and other real resources? My ans­ 
w er if that the farmers, merchants, 
and even w ageworkers who now 
have over a billion of almost Idle 
funds will then have the money. 
Not being satisfied with w hat they 
now have and hating to pay taxes, 
I fear they will force the G overn­ 
m ent to print more paper money 
and issue more bonds. As a result. 
if World W ar III should come, I 
expect to see, during the post-w ar 
years, letter postage 
at 
tw enty- 
five cents, hair cuts at $5.00, and 
eommon labor at $100 OO per day. 
We Have The Brains 
Conditions in the United States 
will be tough for all who are now 
living on their money, but 
those 
with character, education, and e n ­ 
ergy to work will come through 
okay. 
Just as the brains of m an 
overcame the wild beasts, so the 
brains of rhe United States, Eng­ 
land and Western Europe should 
overcome rhe savages of Russia 
and elsewhere. 
Their representa­ 
tives now y t ’p a id howl, like ani­ 
mals, at the res^ions of the U ni­ 
ted Nations: bid we have nothing 
to fear if we continue to build un 
our health, our intelligence, and

NEW YORK—(ZP)—An 
urgent 
medical race is underway. The 
stakes are saving or losing hu nd ­ 
reds of thousands of lives after 
atom bomb attacks. 
This race is against 
time, 
to 
stockpile the first and best medi­ 
cines, given by transfusion, to save 
these victims. Each day of peace 
boosts the chances of having en ­ 
ough to meet atomic emergencies. 
Casualties Need Blood 
There are two sources of supply 
of the medicines—hum an blood, 
and some chemicals to fight shock. 
If atom bombs fall civilian casu­ 
alties will run from thousands to 
perhaps a million or more, de­ 
pending upon the size and num ­ 
ber of cities hit. 
A huge percentage of these peo­ 
ple will suffer from shock or col­ 
lapse, with dangerous fall in blood 
pressure. Some will go into shock 
from bleeding. Others, burned or 
injured, will suffer 
shock 
from 
leakage of blood fluids from tiny 
blood vessels into body tissues. 
Thousands will die unless they 
are quickly given blood or other 
fluids to restore blood volume and 
blood pressure. 
East casualty will need an av­ 
erage of five pints of fluids by 
transfusion, says Dr. M. C. Win- 
ternitz, chairm an of the national 
research council’s division of m e­ 
dical sciences. 
That means we should have at 
least several million pints of blood, 
plasma or other 
quickly available. 
Supply Stepping Up 
Here is how m atters stand: 
The very best medicine is whole 
blood, and the supply is stepping 
up. At request of military and 
civilian defense leaders, the A m ­ 
erican National Red Cross is ex­ 
panding its own peacetime blood 
program, and coordinating it with 
some 1,900 hospital and private 
blood banks. 
The ordinary peace time needs 
alone for blood are about 3,750,000 
pints a year. Now extra blood is 
needed for wounded men in Ko­ 
rea and Red Cross donors are giv­ 
ing it. 
In war, wounded fighting men or 
civilian** would require additional 
hundreds ot thou.apds or millions 
of pints of whole blood. Some 
would have to have it right away, 
others later to help them get well. 
About 15 to 20 poi cent of atom j 
bomb casualties will suffer from 
radioaction sickness, with damage 
to their own ability to make blood. 
They will need whole blood about 
two to three weeks after being hit 
by the radiation. 
Plasma Stockpiled 
The expansion ct the coordinat­ 
ed blood program includes plans 
to meet emergencies, to disperse 
collection facilities and to have 
reservoirs of donors. Its success 
depends upon individual willing­ 
ness to give blood, now and later. 
Whole blood can be stored only 
about three weeks at present. If 
not used then, it can be made into 
plasma, the fluid part of blood 
without the red cells. Dried plas­ 
ma can be stockpiled for many 
years It is the second line of d e­ 
fense to combat shock. 
As rapidly as possible, plasma 
is being stockpiled 
for 
civilian 
and military preparedness. 
The 
only way to get it is from blood 
donations. 
The other hope for having en­ 
ough medicine lies in chemistry, 
in substances with large molecules 
that will hold fluid in tin blood. 
They can be made by the tons, 
with millions of units available. 
There are 
several 
important 
ones under intesive study and d e ­ 
velopment 
by 
the national 
re ­ 
search council. Some are being 
stockpiled. 
Substitutes Fight Shock 
One is dextral!, a s u m ' product. 
It is made by bacteria fermenting 
table sugar. This product is treat­ 
ed chemically to got the mole­ 
cules of desired size. Dextran is 
m ade up as a w ater-clear fluid 
which can be stored indefinitely. 
It has been used successfully as a 
shock-fightei in many conditions, 
with no bad effects noted yet. 
Another is a synthetic chemic al. 
P. V. P. (for polyvinly pyrroli- 
done), known in Germany by the 
tradenam e Periston. Jt is made 
from acetylene gas. It 
gives 
a 


colorless fluid that stores indefin­ 
itely. The Germans used it in place 
of plasma for m any thousands of 
wounded men, and reported good 
results. It is also in use in sev­ 
eral European countries. 
Third is gelatin. Results with it 
are good, but the gelatin has to 
be heated to become a fluid, there­ 
fore could be given only in a hos­ 
pital. 
None of these plasma substi­ 
tutes has been used much in this 
country, partly because doctors 
prefer blood or plasma, and had 
little need to test them. They may 
need improvement. Doctors would 
like to know' more 
about 
what 
happens to the materials, how* the 
blood gets rid of them, whether 
there is any danger that some of 
the material can collect in body 
organs and cause trouble later on. 
Salt Solutions Help 
So far they appear safe and ex­ 
tremely valuable for emergency 
needs when there were lots of in­ 
jured, or when blood or plasma 
w eren’t available. 
Salt solutions, given by trans­ 
fusions, are another shock-fighter, 
used for years. Newer research in­ 
dicates that the salt solution also 
fights shock if patients can drink 
large quantities of it. 
All these substitutes don’t de­ 
crease the need for whole blood, 
Dr. W internitz warned. They may 
'actually increase the need, by sav­ 
ing many persons who would oth- 


j erwise die. Whole blood is often 
; needed later on after the substi- 
shock-tfighters totes or after plasma pull a per- 
‘son through the first emergency. 
T here’s another goal—to find 
ways of preserving blood for long-

dow of the bar-room , in the opin­ 
ion

Dr. C W. Muehlberger. 
chief of the crime detection lab­ 
oratory of the 
Michigan

Police, who has submitted a re ­ 
port of his investigation to Com­ 
missioner Donald S. Leonard, head 
of the State Police. 
The report of Dr. M uehlberger, 
an explosives 
expert 
of 
high 
•landing, reads as follows: 
"On the afternoon of Doc. 29. 
1950, 
Trooper

state police, 
brought 
me certain articles which

ity of the adrenal glands situated 
on top of the kidneys, he explain­ 
ed. In Addison’s disease, the gland 
fails to supply the body with hor 
monal 
substances 
necessary

maintain adequate balance of salt 
potassium, water, 
sugar, protein 
and other elements, Dr. Conn indi 
cated. 
The disease was described by 
Dr. Conn as follows: (I) general 
muscular weakness: (2) a marked 
drop in blood pressure: (3) poor 
appetite, nausea and vomiting re 
suiting 
in 
considerable 
loss 
o 
weight, 
and 
(4) 
a 
generalized 
darkening of the skin. 
Forty-eight hours 
alter Cort 
costerone was given to the patients 
by injection, their body functions 
had returned to normal,

dared. 
Prelim inary research re 
suits by Dr. Conn 
indicate 
also 
that the drug can be effectively 
given by mouth. 
He explained that Addison’s dis 
ease, once 
developed, 
must

treated with hormonal substances 
for the rem ainder of the patient 
life, similar to the 
treatm ent 
diabetes with insulin. 
Although the drug, more simply 
called 
Compound 
B. 
has 
been 
known for over ten years, it has 
never been available in sufficient 
quantity for adequate testing 
human beings.

First extensive use of Com­ 
pound B resulted from laborious 
and expensive efforts on the part 
of the Upjohn Company, of Kala 
mazoo, Michigan, a pharmaceuti 
cal manufacturer.
